CAVALRY FIGHT 
o RUSS IS ON. 


Brusiloff Saves Day by Order- 
ing Ride of 1000 Miles. 


Gen. Wrangel Sends Horse- 
men Against Budenny. 


055 of Great Conflict is 
Yet to be Decided.

WARSAW, July 14.—For hali a 
century or more infantry, artiliery 
and sea battles have been monopoliz- 
ing the pages of history. But there 
just has been completed on the 


isolated stretches of Southern Rus- 
sia and Galicia a movement of heavy 
cavairy masses of such major im- 
portance that the fate of Poland 
seems to hang on the uncompleted 
outcome. 

It was more than a maneuver; it 
Was a race of two armies cavalry 
——Budenny against the n Cosa- 
sacks, 


Budenny’s cavalry only few 
weeks ago was at Novorossisk, at 
the eastern end of the Black Sea. 
Suddenly the Poles captured Kiev. 
The western Reds, beaten, began to 
look to the other corners of their 
empire for reinforcements to save 
Moscow. Gen. Brusiloff faced 
country practically denuded of rail- 
ways and railway equipment. Move- 
ments of large bodies of infantry was 
a matter of months. 

TURNS TO BUDENNY. 

In this crisis Gen. Bruastioff turned 
to Budenny's Cossack cavalry and 
summoned them across Sonthern 
Russia—1000 miles. Within three 
days the first column whirled by 
Rostov on the Don and around the 
head of the Sea of Azov to the west- 
ward. The Cossacks “fed on the 
country.” 

As these columns thundered by to 
the north of the Crimea the echoes 
of their movement roused Gen. 
Baron Wrangell, the oung com- 
mander of the White Russianr who 
succeeded nilkine. y 

The dust of Budenny’s cavalry had 
not yet settled on the steppes when 
thousands of Don Cossack cavalry- 
men, worn foemen of Budenny, de- 
tached themselves boldly by colurins 
from the protection of Wrangei's ine 
and struck out in a race with Buden- 
ny's men for the Polish front. 

There is no record available vet 
of the Don's tracking of the Red 
cavairy. Budenny’s men naturally 
arrived first on the Russian-Polish 
front. They struck swiftly around 
to the south of Kiev. e Poles 
were compelled to evacuate that city 
and region rapidly in order to save 
their army. 

ANOTHER BLOW STRUCK. 
Having ed their first point, 
the ejection of the Poles from Kiev, 
the Reds now planned to drive the 
Poles up against the Pripet marshes 
and to wipe them out.

The Times sincerely believes that it is 
to the paramount interest of the country 
that a Republican President and a Repub 
ican Congress shall be elected this year.

Senator Harding has pledged himself to 
put the government back on a pesce basis, 
to a reduction of Federal expenditures and 
to the protection of the lives and property 
of American citizens in whatever country 
they may be temporarily domiciled. He its 
pledged to a rapprochement between the 
legislative and executive departments of 


the government which will permit them to 


work in harmony for the general welfare. 
As an evidence of his intent he has an- 
nounced that he will ask the Vice-President 
to sit with him in conference at all meet- 
ings of the Cabinet. He seeks to make a 


partner of Gov. Coolidge, to give to the 


country the benefit of his experience and 


advice. This is a departure; but one won- 


cers why it was not adopted long ago. 

Our country has paid dearly during the 
last two years for the open hostility he 
tween the President and the Senate. The 
legislative and executive departments have 
fought each other as bitterly ae though 
they were two separate governments in 
open warfare. Whatever the one advocated 
the other opposed; and we are paying for 
that warfare in the high cost of living, in 
our failure to protect our countrymen in 
foreign lands or to avenge their syoliation 
and death, in our failure to negotiate 2 
peace treaty with our late enemies. So 
wide is the chasm between the executive 


and legislative departments that all hope 


has been abandoned of any agreement be- 
fore March of next year, when a new ad- 
ministration will be in power. 

Senator Harding is right in the main in 
the opinions he has expressed and the con- 
clusions he has reached in relation to our 
national and international affairs. His firm 
opposition to the encroachments of the rad- 
icals and disloyalists is especially commend. 
able. He has made clear that there will be 
no imperium in imperio if he is elected 
President.

ASSPORT NUISANCE. 
There are dreadful rumors that the 


passport for all foreign travel is here to 


stay. Great Britain and the United States 
were peculiarly free from the irritating 
passports nuisance before the war, only 
issuing them for such countries as demand- 
ed them under certain special circum- 
stances. Travel was free and easy as well 
as inexpensive in those glad days, and or- 
dinary citizens in good standing were un- 
der no necessity of wading through a mile 
of red tape when they wanted to take a 
little foreign trip. But since 1914 the pass 
port has become a thorough pest, hedzed 
about with all the fussy officialdom so be- 
loved of the Germans, who always required 
rather more special knowledge about every 
visiting Individual than any other country. 
That is one branch of German kultur that 
has effectually settled itself upon the world. 

The passport aggravation is general and 
not peculiar to the United States. The 
Britisher, always a great traveler, is rais- 
ing an indignant how! about it in England, 
where even a week-end trip across to 
France calls for stern official investigation 
and reluctant permission and any amount 
of cross-examination at both ends of the 
eight-hour journey.

Actually, there should be very few cir- 
cumstances under which an official passport 
is necessary, especially between the Allied 
countries. Travel is quite complicated 
enough without this superfluous aggrava- 
tion. Most emphatically the general pass- 
port requirements should be abolished ad 
soon as possible and travel between friend- 
ly countries made as easy as it was before

Plans of the Pacific Electric Rail- 
way to raisé its rates were opposed 
here yesterday, at a bearing before 
the State Railroad Commission, by 
tepresentatives of the municipali- 
ties of Pasadena and Santa Monica. 
The heavy traffic on red car lines 
serving those two cities was cited 
as a reason why a Ceneral rise in 
rates should not be granted by the 
enamriasion. It was argued that if 
some of the company’s lines are 
unprofitable they should be made to 
take care of themselves: that if the 
Van Nuys and San Bernardino lines 
are not making money any increase 
in rates granted should apply only 
to those lines and not to arteries 
which have been paying a profit on 
the investment. >
